It is a trust which has grown out of 
the consolidation of banks and banking 
institutions, tbe consolidation Mas gone on 
until now In lieu of the forty or more 
bauks which once existed Iu Boston it Is 
narrowed down practically to three, 
the Sliawmut, First National and City 
Trust Company, which controll a large 
part of the money In New England aud 
Is allied with two or three leading 
fluanciug houses, ou account of their 
members being officers in the bauks 
oue must be iu touch villi both bank aud 
broker at times In order to get the needed 
fuuds to do business or open banking 
account in New York, Philadelphia or 
Baltimore in order to get sufficient ac- 
comodation. 

We would like to give mauy of Mr. 
Joues’ illustrations of the advantages to 
a large operator In stocks and bonds in 
being a director in a bank aud pruuiolor 
of railroads, mining enterprises aud 
steam boat Hues, but have not the lime.

ON THE FARM

Crowd your work or It will crowd you 

Do not, on any account, row grain In 
the orchard. About as Well grub out the 
trees. 

All root crops liable to injury from the 
frost should he gathered without delay. 

Evergreen branches make an excellent 
winter protection for many plants, and 
they ale often useful to hold down forest 
leaves and prevent the wind from carry- 
ing them off. 

Do not foi get that yonr fowls need 
green food If it Is Impossible to give 
them a change of yard or runs, see that 
they get some kind of green food during 
the dally feed. 

A well fed calf in autumn, having full 
flesh, Is worth two others of the same age 
poorly fed and of such stunted growth, 
from which recovery Is next to Impossible. 

If a farmer’s time is valuable he cannot 
spare much of it to gather leaves merely 
for their manorial value If betiding is 
scarce It may he well to gather them as an 
absorbent in stables, but to merely rot 
dow n into leaf mold, leaves are worth 
more where they He in the forest than any- 
where else. 

One weed pulled up by the roots w hile 
the ground is soft beats a hundred cutoff 
with scythe or sickle, for the latter are 
most persistent and will grow again and 
go to seed some day when one is not look- 
ing. 

Of course there are ways of ruining 
line birds. One of them is by allowing 
them to grow in tilth, to overcrowd them, 
to allow the roosters, young and old, to he 
in the flock all season when they should 
he kept away until breeding time. 

Remember that the man who puts the 
big apples on top and the little ones at 
the bottom of the barrel is in partnership 
with the misbrander, if not almost with 
the adulterator — at least with the diluter 
—and he should keep his mouth shut on 
certaiu subjects. 

To build up soil, or to make it more fer- 
tile, we must follow the example of w hat 
is going on iu the forest and along the old 
fence row. We must return something to 
the land every year for the crops we take , 
from it. If we continue to take crops 
from the land, returning nothing, the 
land after a time will become sterile and 
refuse to yield bountiful crops of useful , 
feeds or foods. 

The strawberry needs attention, ami 
most people recognize the fact. Once in 
a while, however, a strawberry bed is neg- 
lected until it is worthless, aud when 
that is the case, better plow it up and start 
anew, with a determination to give the 
crop such attention in the future as It 
needs. 

The disease know n as the heaves Is gen- 
erally due to over-driving when the stom- 
ach is full of hay. Bulk in feeding Is 
necessary, but when the food Is nearly 
all hulk an extreme has been reached, and 
it Is time to change. Hay should be fed 
with as much care asgraiu is fed. Dif- 
ferent horses require diflereut qualities, 
and in feeding a new horse it becomes a 
matter of experiment until his wants are 
ascertained. 

If a poultry mau would stop to consider 
that success depends to a great extent on 
the number of eggs his flock lays, he 
would hardly keep hens that did not aver- 
age well. These hens are drouea They 
not only do not pay for their keep, hut 
they materially ower the profits of hens 
that are laying well. Once a poultrymau 
gets that truth w ell Axed in his mind he 
will not, at least he should not, hesitate 
for oue moment iu killing off the weak- 
liugs. 

Weeds, stubble, stalks and all refuse of 
crops left on the surface of the soil after 
harvest may be plowed under to feed the 
soil. Some farmers burn dead weeds 
aud stalks in their llelds to make the fields 
clean ami plowing easier. Hut the easi- 
est way of doing things is not always the 
best way. Dead weeds, corn stalks and 
trash of all kinds in the fields are good 
fertilizers. They should never be burned, 
hut plow ed under, to decompose in the 
soil to form humus Field trash is worth 
money as a fertilizer. 

No hen should be allowed to set, uu- 
less she Is free from lice. The inaciion 
of the bird is conducive to rapid multipli- 
cation of any lice there may be ou her. 
These w ill make her irritable aud a poor 
setter In addition, should she briug oil 
a hatch iu such a condition, the chicks 
w ill be open to infection. Dust the Leu 
well with d <wer of sulphur or some other 
insect powder before setting, and agaiu a 
day or two before tbe hatch finishes.

CUTTING VENEERS. 

Thr«e Methods Are Ueed — Sawing, 
8lieing and the Rotary Cut. 

Veneer Is very thin lumber The raw 
material Is usually purchased in logs 
of random lengths Some are cut Into 
flitches and In turn sawed Into thin 
sections called sawed veneer. In other 
cases the logs, after being steamed, 
are slmved to sharp knives. This meth- 
od produces sliced veneer. Neither 
of these processes Is as extensively 
used as the third, the rotary cut, al- 
though for certain purposes they are 
of Importance. 

The structure of the wood, the size 
of the logs and the use for which the 
veneer Is designed largely determine 
the process employed Some foreign 
Woods nro very hard and. like soft do 
niestlc woods the conifers, for Instance 
—often produce the best veneer when 
snwed, while for other woods the slic- 
ing method Is preferred. Where the 
product Is for line exterior finish and 
has to be selected nud matched ac- 
cording to the figure or grain, sawing 
Is the favorite method. 

The rotary cut process is similar In 
principle to the slicing process. Tin* 
log. nfter being steaim-d. Is revolved 
against a fixed knife the length of the 
log and wide sheets are shaved off. 

Veneers are cut Into a number of 
thicknesses The domestic woods, ro 
tary cut. range from live-sixteenths to 
one-fiftieth of an Inch and the Import 
ed woods from tliree-sixtephthg to one 
thirty-fourth In the snwed and sliced 
products the thickest veneer is five- 
sixteenths.— Indianapolis News. 

FEATS OF MEMORY. 

One Man Who Astounded Wealey by 
Hie Knowledge of tbe Bible. 

One of the most astonishing ninemon 
lc feats on record Is recorded by John 
Wesley. “I knew a man ubout twen- 
ty years ago.” writes Wesley, “who 
was so thoroughly acquainted with the 
Bible that if he was questioned ns to 
any Hebrew word In the old, or any 
Greek word In the New Testament, he 
would tell, after a little pause, not only 
how often the oue or the other oc- 
curred In the Bible, but ulso what It 
meant In every place.

Modern life, 
congested society, life destroying bacteria 
have called for new measures, aud these 
were Illustrated on the canvas and ex- 
plained by'.Mr. Miller.

rt< an water, salt and charcoal should 
bf kept where the hogs can partake of 
them whenever they desire. 

A given amount of food fed to a fifty 
pound pig w i 1 make about double the 
amount of pork it would If fed to a 350 
pound hog. 

There are few things that contribute 
more toward making a happy home than 
a good table, a id plenty of chickens ducks 
and eggs will always guarantee this. 

The solution of the difficulty in dairying 
is to "know more" about the business, so 
that we may he prepared to reduce the 
cost of production, and still make as much 
profit as ever. 

There are many farmers who have made 
a start in the right direction in horse breed- 
ing. They have studied over the matter, 
and have concluded that it paid to breed 
better horses and have acted upon tills in- 
spiration. 

Not much calculation can he put on 
plowing th'.s month, but if there is now 
and then a day wlieu conditions are right, 
it will lie wise to turn over a little more 
soil, because every acre plowed this fall 
will lie a great help when spring comes. 

Hum all clumps of grass, for lu these 
the bugs cluster. Burning does not kill 
pastures after the frost has made them 
sere, nor does it injure meadows then. 
Take the half-loosened bark off the fence 
posts if you have such, for here is a 
favorite wintering place for chinch-bugs. 

I'repare your new kitchen garden aspar- 
agus bed now. Spade up and cover it 
with fresh stable manure. Next spring 
rake off, respade, putting in rotted manure 
if at hand, aud set two-year-old plants 
with their crowns six inches deep— two 
feet apart every way. Then wait two 
years and feast each sprlug ever after. 

If you are feeding grain to your ducks 
or duckliugs, give it to them in their 
water trough under two or three inches 
of water. They enjoy burning in the 
water for their grain, and, too, the plau 
will prevent their '‘gobbling," as they 
will always do if the feed be thrown on 
Hie ground. 

The advantage of fall setting of fruit 
trees is that the trees become well settled 
in t he soil before the opening of growing 
weather. The last of October and the 
first weeks of November are good times 
for fruit tree planting as well as for the 
planting of shrubs and herbaceous perreu- 
nials for door-yard decoration. 

This is the season of the year when 
farm buildings for housing live stock 
should he repaired and made warm aud 
comfortable for the comidg cold weather. 
Shelter is cheaper tiiau feed. It pays 
well to batten all cracks ou stables and 
sheds to keep out dampness aud cold 
winds.

The asparagus bed should be five feet 
wide ami any desirable length, according 
to tile size of tile family. It should lie 
well cultivated, two feel deep ami well 
manured. Three rows of plants will suf- 
fice to each lied; the plants should stand 
one foot apart in the row, aud t lie crowns 
should be well covered four iueb.-s deep; 
a good deep soil with a sandy bottom will 
tie found most suitable, as tiie plants do 
not thrive well in^i wet, still soil. As 
soou as 'he top are cut down in the fall 
cover w ith a top dressing of coarse ms- 
uure, which may be forked early lu the 
spriug 

Apart from the ethical aud esthetic as- 
pects of the ease, it would indeed be well 
if all New Kuglaud farmers could see 
their profit lu keep! ug pigs. A knowledge 
of that branch of husbandry has become 
an exact science. It lias to be learned, 
tbc same as other sciences. No oue w ho 
expects profit cau say with impunity to 
tils stock, "Root, hog, or die ” If he is 
ignoraut aud is eager to learu, he has but 
to apply to the Unite 1 States Department 
of Agriculture which will furnish him 
w ith an abuudauce of literature gratis.

In th* Mont do Piet* tho Parisian Hit* 
• Model Institution. 

The story of tin* Mont do I’lete, the 
grout pawnshop of Purls, rends like a 
rotnnnoo li Is the survtrn! of an old 
bnnk cnmlwtpd by n religion* order es 
ta Wished to fight usury. This benevo- 
lent enterprise was given up to bo 
Matted afresh under the direction of 
the government In 1801, when Napo- 
leon was near the height of hts glory. 
The profits go to the stnte nnd to char- 
ity -to the public aid department nnd 
to the hospitals of Paris. These chari- 
ties !>enoflt about $70,000 a year. 

The storage facilities of the Mont de 
Plete are ndmlrnhle. The Frenchman 
may pawn Ids feather bed. When It 
comes hark to him It. na well aa mat- 
tresses. blankets ami all bed furnish- 
ings. hss been thoroughly disinfected. 
The rate of Interest on lonns ts small, 
and It encourages hy all means the re- 
demption of the goods on which money 
has been advanced. As the Mont tie 
Plete advances money only on a eon 
servntlve valuation— ns a rule to the 
value of two thirds of the article pawn- 
ed— there Is generally a surplus to go 
to the pawner If the pledge Is sold. 

Municipal pawnshops in Berlin charge 
12 per cent, In Brussels 7 per cent nnd 
In Madrid d per cent. 

In London for small lonns the pawn- 
shop rate Is from 400 to 1.000 per cent 
per annum. -Indiana |sdls News.

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A Wife Proved the Perfidy : 

of Her Husband's 
Friend

During that period in America when 
the colonies were struggling for their 
Independence. when the "Swamp Fox,” 
ns General Francis Marion was enlled, '

Athol, having boon taken before th* 
ntllcvr commanding the Brltl-h trx» >; • 
was searched, and a hit of ptipei 
crumpled Into a hard hall wns taken 
from his pocket. It was opened and 
found to la* a statement of the British 
forces In South Carolina. It was of 
course more of a surprise to Atlml 

1 1111 n the British ofllcer, w ho had I 

Informed by Plncktou that If lie would 
conceal Ills men on the Charleston 
road that day lie would he likely to In 
tercept a inan passing with Informa- 
tion for General Marlon. 

The first impulse of the officer was 
to hang Atlml without even a trial by 
drumhead court martini.

To outer the service of the Hank ol 
finglund a candidate must lie nominat- 
ed h.v a director, In* of good moral 
character, pass n qualifying (not com- 
petitive) examination and be between 
eighteen and twenty-two yenrs old. 
The first year his salary Is $500, nnd 
then It rises at the rate of $50 a year. 
At the end of the fifth year he pro- 
ceeds to the fourth class or else leaves 
the service of the bank. According 
to figures furnished by one of the 
bank's officials, the average pay at the 
end of ton years Is $1,000. At fifteen 
years It Is $1,300, twenty yenrs $1,545. 
thirty years $1,045; after that the sen 
lor clerks pass to $2,150. The staff 
nnd special posts, numbering about 
100, nre won by meritorious service. 
The hlghcvt salary Is paid the chief 
cashier nnd is $15,000. The chief ac- 
countant draws $12,500, and there are 
several appointments ranging from $7,- 
500 to $3,500. Ageuts of branches re- 
ceive up to $12,000. There Is a pen- 
sion system to which the clerk does 
not contribute, hut for which he is 
qualified after ten years’ service.— 
Moody's Magazine.

Just hi we went to press last Friday 
morning we learned with deep sadness of 
the death on Thursday afternoon of Lieut. 
John II. Whelan, one of the moat re- 
spected citizens of the town. He was III 
but a very few mluiites and his death 
came as a decided shock to his relatives 
and host of friends. 

John H. Whelan was born In 1829 In 
the city of Lowell aud spent his early 
childhood iu that place and In Chicopee 
and Boston, coming to Weymouth to live 
when twenty-one years of age. 

On Muy 22, 1861 he enlisted as a private 
In Company II. 12th Massachusetts In- 
fantry. On October 1, 1862 he was made 
corporal aud was promoted to Lieutenant 
on April 2, 1865, the latter promotion oc- 
curring during his second eullstment ( 
which was with the 30th U. S. C. T. He 
saw service In forty-live skirmishes where 
men were killed and look part In seven, 
teen of the principal battles of the war. 
Among the fights he did valiant service lu 
were Second Bull Run, the two battles at 
South Mountain, Anliedam, Port Fisher, 
Sugar Loaf Mountaiu, Wilmington, North 
East Station, Corp’s Bridge and he figured 
in the operations before Peterburg and 
the blowing up of the mines In the section, 
lie was detached on several occasions to 
drill men and take part in railroad opera- 
tions in North Carolina and w as mustered 
out on December 4 Hi, 1865. 

He was one of the ten charter members 
of Reynolds Post 58 G. A. R. of this tow n 
and was the second commander of that 
Post, and since that time ban held office 
In the G. A. R. 

In 1855 he married Hannah M. Looney 
of this town and she with four sons, John 
II., Jr. of Weymouth, Daniel E. of Brock- 
ton, E. Frank of Newark. N. J., Dr 
Charles H. of Hingham and three daugh- 
ters, Mrs. Annie F. Grlgnon of Quincy, 
Miss Mary L. Whelan of Brockton and 
Mrs. P. E. Halloran survive him. He Is 
also survived by twenty one grandchild- 
ren and one grett grandchild. 

During his life Mr. Whelan was Inter- 
ested In the shoe Industry and also in 
police circles In this section. 

Funeral services were held at his home, 
429 Broad street, East Weymouth last 
Sunday afternoon. Rev. Maurice Lynch 
of the Church of the Immatulate Concep- 
tion conducted the services. Post 58 G. 
A. R. attended in a body and the Grand 
Army committal service was rendered by 
Commander Joseph P. Ford and Chaplain 
J. Quincy Spear. Interment was In the 
St. Francis Xavier cemetery where the 
color guard of Post 58 fired three volleys 
over the grave and “laps” was sounded 
by Miss Theodora Keith, the bugler of 
Post 68. The pallbearers were George 8.

Has it ever occurred to you that build- 
ing nt live cents per pound paper on the 
Inside of your lien house may save birds 
worth a dollar. 

If the floor of the hen coop is of earth, 
it will pay to dig out six inches of It and 
spread It as manure upon any Held that 
needs enriching, and replace it with fresh 
sandy loam. 

I)o not think the barn will be uncom- 
fortable If you get It ready for winter 
now. You can leave the door or windows 
or both open for air if the nights are 
warm, only don’t have a draft on the cows- 

As manure is usually kept, at least one- 
half, and frequently a greater portion, is 
wasted hy leacltings and escape of am- 
monia. Double the amount of fertility 
that has been purchased in the form of 
commercial fertilizers has been wantonly 
w asted around the barns. 

It is only in exceptional cases that the 
farmer can afford to purchase feed for 
stock- Nearly or quite all the food neces- 
sary to keep and fatten the stock for mar- 
ket should be raised upou the farm. But 
oii-moal and bran can, in nearly all cases, 
be purchased and fed to stock with profit, 
and there are few materials that will add 
as much to the value of other materials, 
or w ill increase the value of the manure 
to the extent that this will. 

Carrots are sometimes even used for 
food by humau beings. They are a chief 
ingredient iu vegetable soup. Mixed with 
butter they improve its color. They 
make better putnpkiu pie than pumpkius 
themselves. Served as hubharh squash, 
they make one wonder why squashes were 
Invented. 

Of all domestic animals, the horse Is 
the most active. Upon the strength of 
its muscles and bones depends its elll- 
cieucy. No animal can remaiu strong 
and active without abundance of regular 
daily exercise. Also with a naturally 
active animal, regular exercise in the open 
air is necessary for the best of health and

Considerable loss Is occasioned on many 
farms every year by allowing crops to be- 
come too ripe before harvesting. This is 
: especially true of grass or clover, or any 
crop intended for hay or as a substitute. 
With grasses when the seed begins to 
form well, and with grain crops when the 
grain begins to harden is the best stage 
to harvest. 


At the approacli of cold weather the 
grape vines should be pruned, unfastened 
from the trellis and laid flat upou the 
ground. They may be held in this posi- 
tion by simply placing a stone or otiier 
heavy object upon the end, aud tills wil' 
safely pass the winter anywhere except 
at the extreme North. Where the win- 
ters are usually very severe the vines 
should also be covered with soil, straw 
or litter of some sort ; aud perhaps this 
may he a good precaution with tender 


Gold Filled Y.'iro. 

Since the perftvtl >:i of gold filled 
lietnl t he number of x;>ivtii< u» mid 
\vegluss frames and mountings made 
if tl<ls tiinterliil Inis show n n very large 
early Increase Considering tie im- 
jortance of gold filled wire a. id the 
amtiy uses to which It fs put It seems 
lurprlslng that so little is really known 
>f tills and how nearly equal to solid 
gold it is for many uses. The term 
gold filled is somewhat misleading. 
Merely reversing It almost thoroughly 
explains both t lie material and the 
process. 

Killed gold, as It might well be 
called, consists of a gold shell filled 
with an alloy of base metal. The popu- 
larity of gold tilled Is demonstrated hy 
the fact that nearly $1,000,000 of fine 
gold is used annually in one plant 
alone, and half of tills is used in tile _ 
manufacture of the gold filled wire 
from which spectacles and eyeglass 
frames and mountings are made.— 
American Machinist.

The lingering milker never gets the 
whole of tiie mess.

Quiet and comfort 
arc also essential to obtaiumg all tiie milk. 

The open or vase-shaped tree is prefer- I 
able for tiie pear, because there is less 
danger from blight. If pear blight at' 
lacks an opeu-headed tree, only one branch 
is affected. Avoid heavy pruning of the • 
pear, for this will cause quick succulent 
grow tli, aud make the tree more subject 
to blight. I f the pruuiug causes au ex- 
cessive number of water sprouts to forim 
they should be thinned out iu the summer.

some kind citizen to act as “big brother” 
to then and save them. 

He also advocated putting those who 
must rentain|in confinement at work in 
some industry giving them a nominal pay 
which shall go to their dependents. 

He also spoke of the immense prison 
expense on account of two many reforme- 
tory institutions with no general health 
and advocated one general management 
for the entire system State Country and 
Town.

Tears may lie readily kept for Christ- 
mas easily by picking carefully, culling 
well and then wrapping eacli in a separate 
piece of paper and keeping where they 
are out of danger from frost. 

It Is acknowledged by all thinking men 
that stock keeping is a necessary adjunct 
to successful farming. No stock soon 
means no crops. You can make manure 
cheaper than you can buy it; that is, if 
you keep stock. 

When it comes to feeding atiimals we 
should he liberal with the feeds. But 
throwing out expensive feeds for animals 
to trample under their feet and soli is not 
liberality, but waste. 

A hopper of bran in the poultry house 
during the winter Is a good tliiug. The 
hens can then have something to eat early 
In the morning before the proprietor gets 
out of his warm cosy bed. They won't 
i eat more bran than is good for them. 

The flock should never be allowed to 
drink filthy water, he fed musty grains or 
stroug-flavored vegetables, as onions and 
garlic, or given access to decaying meat 
or substances that will flavor the product 
and impair its finality. 

November attd December are good 
months lu which to trim grapevines and 
get them itt shape for next season. A 
great many people make the mistake of 
delaying pruning the grapes until the 
early days of spring, when the snp lias 
started to run, the result being that the 
vines bleed so badly they expel ience a 
great set-back. 

There is no other more promising fea- 
ture of educational developement at the 
present time in the United States than the 
steadily increasing attention given to 
teachlug farmers’ boys how to farm. To 
get out of the soil the largest measure of j 
production at the smallest cost of labor | 
ami outlay is probably, taken all in all, { 
the most widely beneflclent undertaking 
in which many men engage. 

If all waste on American farms could 
lie accurately recorded the ttgures would 
lie astonishingly large. Eliminating 
waste, or reducing it to its lowest terms, 
means increasing net profits. It is mean 
to he stingy and miserly, but saving is 
honorable ami legitimate from every point 
of view. The best farm managers plan 
to save material, time, labor, machinery, 
seed, soil, moisture and feeds. 

lit placing chickens or other animals in 
a house they should never he crowded If 
tlte house is tight. One reasou wit) 
many auitnais iu a flock or herd do not do 
so well as a smaller number is that at 
night lu t heir house they do not have 
enough pure air to breathe.

begin layiug this fall. Make the house 
iu which they are to speud the winter as 
clean aud comfortable as possible. Make 
it a house iu which they will like to stay 
Let no cracks for w iud to blow through 
exist Have plenty of windows or open- 
ings for suusliiue to fall upon the flour iu 
tlie frout Have a raised, dry floor aud 
keep it covered w ilh straw , iu which scat- 
ter grain.

ORIGIN OF TH E HARP. 

Evolved From the Lyre of the High 
Prieet of Osirie. 

The history of the piano counts ns a 
dny compared to the harp. We have 
authentic records that as early as 
1800 B. C. the Hist lyre wns evolved 
from the mind of the high priest of 
Osiris, who lu one of his dally walks 
along the banks of the river Nile found 
an empty tortoise shell spanned with 
dried ligaments. Happening to strike 
It. he noticed that It gave forth pleas- 
ing sounds, and he at once mnde an 
instrument on the plan of the tortoise 
shell. 

From the lyre It was tut an easy 
step to the harp, now the nest furaous 
instrument lu the world. Mileslus, one 
af the Phoenician priests, carried it 
with him In his conquest to Ireland, 
and there he planted It among the mu- 
sic loving Celts in 12G0 B. C. The royal 
Instrument became a controlling fea- 
ture In druidicu! worship, and the harp- 
ist or bard ranked with royalty, the 
prophet and the priest. The druids 
advanced the harp from eleven to tlilr- 
ty-two strings and crowned their ef- 
| forts in Its Improvement by the evolu- 
! tlon of the pillar, which has ever since 
found universal ndoption. 

Our modern harp consists of forty- 
five or forty-seven strings, seven ped- 
als— one for each note In the octave— 
and the wonderful Instrument shares 
with the piano and organ the faculty 
of being autonomous— that is to say, It 
; needs no accompaniment and furnishei 
both melody and harmony.— Miss Lo 
retta De Lone In New York Tribune.

ONE AND ONE MAKE TWO? 

Not Always, by Any Means, According 
to Sir Oliver Lodge. 

Sir Oliver Lodge Inis attracted a 
tremendous amount of attention by 
telling scientists (of whom he is one) 
that he believes In Immortality hi spite 
of science This is not the first time 
ho has locked horns with scientific 
dogma. In his book. “Modern Prob- 
lems,” he affirms that one and one 
do not always mnke two. And this Is 
tho “almost frivolous" way he makes 
his point: 

“I would contend that, whereas the 
proposition that one added to one 
mnkes two Is abstractedly beneath 
controversy, it need not be true for 
the addition of concrete things. It la

of trout added to a pond Life can 
make havoc of arithmetic.

I nnd sure enough, indeed absolutely 
certain, as long as you deal with ah 
strnctlans, hut that when you come to 
concrete realities and have all the 
1 complexities of the universe behind 
I you— not only behind but In front and 
| among nnd Intermingled with every 
| simplest tiling— then we perforce step 
out of the realm of positive dogmatic 
security Into the region of reasonable 
and probable Inference, the domain of 
pragmatic conviction, of commonplace 
Intuition, of familiar fulth.”

Changes In the Sea Floor Froir 

Shore to Shore. 


fHE BIG MID-ATLANTIC RIDGE 


It Starts at Iceland and Bisects ths 
Ocean Down Almost to Capo Horn. 

In Places It Rises Above the Surface, 
Forming G'oups of Islands. 

A sketch of the "landscape” of t tic 
Ocean hod Is given by Dr. A. E. Ship 
ley In nn article lu the Edinburgh Re 
View: 

“The passengers and the crew of a 
liner raring over the surface of the 
Atlantic lire apt to imagine that under 
them Is a vast layer of witter of vary- 
ing depth sparsely Inhabited by a few 
flsli. As a matter of fact, the whole of 
this great ocean Is teeming with life 
If instead of taking ship we could take 
to the water and walk across the bed 
of the Atlantic to America, starting 
from the shores of western Europe, wo 
tdiould In effect he traveling through u 
succession of new countries. Not only 
would the surrounding physical condi- 
tions vary as we advanced, but the 
uulmal and plant life would vary In 
correlation with the altering physical 
conditions. 

“Walking farther and farther toward 
the depths of the Atlantic, we should 
soon lose all sight of the algae, ami the 
shallow water fish- the plaice and sole, 
whiting, skates, dogfish and others and 
cod— would give way to the megrim 
and the hake. The sea floor would 
gradually change front rock or gravel 
or stones to sands and ultimately tc 
mild or oozes of various tints, Iheit 
original colors often modified l>y the 
action of the decomposition of organic 
particles lu them and on them. All 
these finer deposits nre derived from 
the neighboring land and are bluwu 
seaward by offs|)oro winds or washed 
down by rains and streams and carried 
out to the sea by rivers. 

“The distance to which fine matter In 
suspension may he carried Is very 
great The Kongo Is said to carry Its 
characteristic mud as far out to sea as 
000 miles, and the Gauges nnd the 
Indus as far ns 1,000 miles. 

“Except In the neighborhood of such 
great risers a subaqueous traveler 
would soon pass beyond what Sir John 
Murray has called the ‘mud line.’ u 
line that limits the terrigenous deposits 
everywhere surrounding dry land. 
Elavlng reached this limit we must 
proceed warily, for at the mud line, 
nt nn average depth of n hundred 
fathoms, we shall find ourselves at the 
edge of the continental shelf, that rltu 
which extends seaward to n varying 
distance from all land areas, the rltn 
on which Great Britain rests. Beyond 
lies the continental slope, a precipice 
more or less abrupt and more or less 
high, descending by steep declines or 
terraced cliffs until depths of 2.00C 
fathoms are reached. 

“The Atlantic, compared with the 
other great oceans, has an unusually 
large area of. comparatively shallow 
water Of Its total area 27.5 per cent 
Is covered by water less than l,O0C 
fathoms deep; 18 per cent lies between 
1,000 and 2.<hi0 fathoms nnd 47 per cent 
between 2 .<m> 0 and 3.000 fathoms; t he 
remaining 7.5 per cent Is still deeper 
“At the foot of the continental slope 
lies un Illimitable plain of n uniform 
dull, grayish huff color, flat uud feu 
tureless ns the desert, nnd only dlversl 
fled hy nn occasional as yet uncovered 
rock or wreck or the straight line of a 
recently laid cable. Tills plnln con 
tinues with scurcely a change In scen- 
ery or In level until we nppmnoh the 
great mid-Atlantic ridge. As Bruce 
has show’ti. this ridge, which roughly 
bisects tlie Atlantic, extends from Ice 
land as far south as fifty-three degrees 
of south latitude, with n slight and 
quite Inexplicable break Just under tha 
equator The ridge runs almost parallel 
with the eastern contour of North and 
South America, which. In turn, as the 
ordinary map will show, roughly cor- 
responds with the western contour of 
Europe and Africa. From time to time 
the ridge rises above the surface of the 
water, as lu the Azores group. St. 
Puul’s rocks. Ascension. Tristan rla 
Ctiuha and Gough Island. 

"Having ascended the eastern and 
descended the western slope of this 
mid-Atlantic ridge, we should again 
traverse plains of grayish ooze far 
more extensive than any level land 
tract known to geographers, and as we 
approached the American coast we 
should gradually pass through, lu re- 
verse order, the zones of life traversed 
when leaving Europe. On the eastern 
coast of America the slope Is much 
more gradual than on the western 
coast of southern Europe and Africa "
